3% years after car/bike accident

lex Tommasino is doing all right. That’s 
the message he’d like to get across. 
“I’m pretty mobile. I get around,” he said. 
“T got pretty lucky. I can feel everything.” 
Three-and-a-half years after being struck 
by a car while riding his bicycle on School 
Street, the now-17-year-old Alex is dealing 
with life in a wheelchair. But rather than 
looking at his limitations and what he can’t 
do, he chooses to focus on what he can do. 
A Doherty Middle School student at the 
time, Alex was struck by a car driven by a 16- 
year-old Haggetts Pond Road resident Dec. 2, 


1992, as he came out of Locke Street onto 
School Street on his bicycle. He suffered frac- 
tured cervical vertebrae and spinal cord 
damage, a broken right shin bone and broken 
left ankle, and had no feeling in his hands or 
legs. 

The driver of the car was not charged in 
the accident. 

A quadriplegic, Alex talked with the 
Townsman last Thursday, Aug. 8, sitting in 
his wheelchair in the driveway of his fami- 
ly’s home at 40 School St. With him were his 
longtime friend, Brendan Long, of 8 Yardley

A tour of two schools 


Fall cleaning ahead 
for renovated schools

ith workers cleaning 
and installing final 
items in some areas of 


both Andover High School and 
Sanborn Elementary this week, 
Bernie Tuttle, school business 
manager, said he’s “holding the 
party line” that the schools- 
under-construction will open on 
time. 

Although it still looks as 
though a considerable amount of 
cleaning and set up must take 
place before either school can 
open, Mr. Tuttle and construc- 


tion officials remain confident 
this will happen. 

Sharman Lappin, project man- 
ager, said Sanborn workers are 
“working seven days a week 
here with no coercion whatsoev- 
er. Even seeing the changes in 
here between Friday and (Mon- 
day) is incredible.” 

When the doors open Sept. 4, 
people will definitely notice 
changes. 

For example, at the High 
School the new construction that 
was supposed to be complete in 


Marland Place opens its 
doors to assisted living

The first three residents of 
Marland Place dined on lemon- 
pepper chicken or baked stuffed 
scallops with their families Mon- 
day, completing the transforma- 
tion of an old mill building from 
a place where people once 
worked to a home where people 
now live. 

Marland Place, an assisted liv- 
ing facility, has opened. 

When full, the apartment 
facility will house about 140 peo- 
ple in 129 apartments. Beth Vel- 
lante, executive director, said 
she expects 45 to 50 residents to 
migrate to the new Marland by 
the end of September. 

Built on the Shawsheen River 


in the 1800s and located off 


Stevens Street, the building now 
called Marland Place was once a 
bustling wool mill. Today it is 
basically an upscale apartment 
complex for senior citizens. 
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Specifically, say Marland Place 
representatives, the facility is 
geared toward people who may 
need some assistance with daily 
activities, but who are far from 
needing a nursing home. 

“Most of (the people moving 
in) were living in their own 
homes before they came here. A 
lot came from out of state to be 
with their families,” said Ms. 
Vellante. 

“I think most on the average 
are in their early 80s and some of 
them aren’t managing as well as 
they could be,” she said. 
“They're coming here really for 
the socialization. The services 
we provide will really allow 
them to be more independent.” 

Marland Place provides week- 
ly housekeeping and linen ser-

Andover Olympian 
Millikin took the bronze

erry Millikin doesn’t horse 
kK around when it comes to 
her sport. 

“I was a horse fanatic ever 
since I can remember,” the 34 
year old equestrian bronze 
medalist in the 1996 Olympic 
Games said this week. 

Growing up on Holt Road in 
Andover helped fuel Ms. Mil- 
likin’s love of the sport. 

“There were a couple of ponies 
down the road, and I used to 
always watch them and get to 
know the people there,” she said. 

“T always liked to ride and I 
always liked horses,” said Ms. 
Millikin. “I don’t know what it is 
about girls and horses.” 

Cathy Taylor, who Ms. Mil- 
likin calls “her oldest horse 
friend in Andover,” grew up with 
and was an occasional groom for 
Ms. Millikin. Ms. Taylor wasn’t 
surprised at Ms. Millikin’s suc- 
cess in the 1996 Olympic Games. 

“(Kerry) has been very serious 
about her riding ever since I can 
remember. She’s very focused,” 
said Ms. Taylor. 

Ms. Taylor and Ms. Millikin 
formed a special relationship dur- 
ing childhood. 

“We went to our first event 
together,” said Ms. Millikin. 

The two were “horse pals” 
according to Ms. Taylor. “We 
used to ride horses together. Ker- 
ry kept horses in her backyard.” 

Ms. Taylor, who is now the 
owner/operator of Fairway 
Farm, a stable in Georgetown, 
notes that “Kerry and I have 
maintained our friendship over 
the years,” despite that Ms. Tay- 
lor now resides in Georgetown 
and Ms. Millikin lives in West- 
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port. 

The two have worked together 
professionally, although Ms. Tay- 
lor, an investment banker in 
Boston, said that equestrian 
events are a “hobby” for her but a 
“vocation for Kerry.” 

Ms. Millikin started riding 
when she was 8 years old, and 
mostly rode on weekends and 
afternoons. Her love for riding 
intensified in 1975 when the U.S. 
Equestrian Club made its head- 
quarters in South Hamilton, only 
a brief drive from Ms. Millikin’s 
house. 

The teen-age Ms. Millikin 
attended the Ledyard Three Day 
Event, in which the U.S. Eques- 
trian Club competed with top- 
ranking European riders. 

“IT thought it was the most 
exciting thing I’ve ever seen,” 
said Ms. Millikin. “It was very 
inspiring.” 

Unfortunately, Ms. Millikin 
feels that it is very difficult cur- 
rently to ride horses in Andover. 

“There is no land in Andover 
left. All the fields where I trained 
are all built-up. That’s one reason 
I had to leave. It (horseback rid- 
ing) requires a lot of land, a lot of 
hills, and a lot of open space.” 

In 1988, Ms. Millikin chose her 
old Andover friend, Ms. Taylor, 
to be her groom at the Olympic 
Selection Trials were held in Ken- 
tucky. 

“It is fun to have an old friend 
help you,” said Ms. Millikin. 

A groom is responsible for all 
care that the horse requires. 
Some routine tasks of a groom 
would:be cleaning, feeding, walk- 
ing and tending to the horse.

Hands across a sidewalk 

Students parking their bikes in front of 
Sanborn School this fall may be happy to see 
that their 1995-1996 handprints are Still pre- 
served in the concrete sidewalk. 

Last year, Jade Reitman, principal, suggest- 
ed the popular idea of letting each student 
leave their Graumanns-style mark and the 
contractor and consultant made it happen. 
Handprints of returning students can be seen 
in the concrete by the bike racks and flag pole. 
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“I’m telling you, classrooms 
were standing there ready to put 
their hands in while the poor 
(sidewalk) guy was going like 
this with the trowel,” said Ms. 
Reitman, waving her hand to 
smooth imaginary concrete.

Broken windows are just a 
temporary annoyance, however, 
and Mr. McCormick said work- 
ers only have to install the gym 
curtains and clean up the build- 
ing and then Andover can finally 
assume control of its new gym- 
nasium. 

Jim Hurley, athletics program 
coordinator, said as long as the 
workers stick to their cleaning 
schedule everything should open 
on time.

“I think everybody will be 
pleased when they see it.

Although there is no seating in 
the gym, architects and building 
committee members say portable 
bleachers will work just fine for 
when events draw spectators. The 
gym can hold indoor track, bas- 
ketball and volleyball events. The 
curtains can be used to divide the 
gym into several different teach- 
ing or playing stations. 

Mr. Hurley said he expects the 
fall sports program to begin to 
return to normal this year. The 
field hockey, football and cross 
country teams all will use the 
High School site, while the soc- 
cer teams will continue calling 
Doherty Middle School home.

By winter, Mr. Hurley expects 
the varsity and probably junior 
varsity basketball teams to use 
the wooden-floor Dunn Gymnasi- 
um, while the freshman teams use 
the new gym’s two center courts.

The Andover 
School of Montessori 
has struck oil — and 
its representatives 
can’t be too happy 
about it. 

Working hard to 
meet their Sept. 3 
scheduled opening, 
the school hit a 
stumbling — block 
when soil contami- 
nated by fuel oil was 
found under the site 
last week. 

The oil was found 
“10 to 15 feet under 
the existing grade in 
a layer of clay down 
by the water table,” 
said Everett Penney, 
Andover health 
director. 

Mr. Penney said 
the oil leakage was 
in the foundation 
area of an old build- 
ing on the site. 

The Montessori 
School is being built 
on the site of the for- 
mer Elks lodge and 
grounds off Route 
28, South Main 
Street. The Elks 
building had a dirt 
floor cellar and Mr. 
Penney said he 
believes a small leak 
there could have 
gone unnoticed for 
some time. 

He said heating oil 
may have been leak- 
ing from pipes or 
from the _ heating 
tank. 

“It’s a relatively 
minor problem in 
terms of health 
impact. The concern 
we have now is 
because this is going 
to be a school for ele- 
mentary-age young- 
sters,” said Mr. Pen- 
ney. 

He said workers 
have already pulled 
out of the ground a 
good portion of the 
1,000 cubic yards of 
material they'll have 
to remove. 

Mr. Penney is 
meeting regularly 
with a licensed site 
professional who is 
required by the 
state’s Department of 
Environmental Pro- 
tection. This profes- 
sional, Sandra 
Hebert of 21E Inc., 
will prescribe what 
remedies the 
Andover School of 
Montessori must fol- 
low. 


“Our main con- 
cern has been that 
the route for the 
water line service 
will be passing right 
through that (con- 
taminated) area,” 
said Mr. Penney. 

Although neigh- 
bors are all on town 
water rather than 
wells, Mr. Penney 
said there’s concern 
that if there was ever

then oil could get 
into children’s drink- 
ing water. 

Testers stumbled 
upon the contami- 
nated soil because 
the Board of Health 
was concerned about 
the construction’s 
effects on the site’s 
old septic system, 
according to Mr. 
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1/2 Price 
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Penney. 
“Tronically, 
there’s nothing 


wrong with the soil 
in the area of the 
leeching field,” he 
said. “But then, a few 
feet away, they found 
a petro-oil contami- 
nation.” 

Some neighbor- 
hood residents also 
told the town they

up, it’s gong to be a traumatic day for 
us,” said Rabbi Roth in the days before 
the move.

THE WHOLE STORY 

Like term insurance, a whole life policy provides a face value 
that the policy’s beneficiaries can collect at the time of death 
However, unlike term coverage, a whole life policy does not expire 
(as long as the premiums are paid) and it need not be renewed 
periodically. Also unlike term insurance, whole life has an element 
known as cash value, which has often been referred to as “forced 
savings”. This feature of a whole life policy is one that a policyholder 
can use during his or her lifetime. At retirement age, when it may be 
deemed that insurance coverage is no longer necessary, it may 
provide a retirement nest egg. At any time before then, it can 
provide funds for borrowing. These are features which term 
insurance cannot match. Term insurance is best used to fund life 
insurance obligations at the lowest possible cost for 20 years or 
less. If some life insurance need extends beyond 20 years (and it 
often does), then some form of whole life (for younger clients 
perhaps investment-oriented Variable life, for older clients perhaps 
more traditional whole life) is more appropriate

and recreation programs; a full-time 
staff nurse; and reminders for manag- 
ing medical and nutritional needs. 

Transportation can be provided to 
events that residents express an inter- 
est in, said Ms. Vellante. 

“IT really think it’s important if the 
residents can get out to (religious ser- 
vices). We'll bring people into the com- 
munity but it’s also important for them 
to be” out and about, said Ms. Vellante. 
“It’s really different from a nursing 
home in that the residents have con- 
trol.” 

She expects that there will be a resi- 
dents council with six to eight mem- 
bers to present suggestions on how to 
improve the apartment community.

ber salon. 

According to Colleen Dineen-Cole, 
marketing director, local physicians 
will hold office hours at the weliness 
center. 

“Since the mill was from the 1800s, 
the Main Street is supposed to feel like 
a Main Street from the 1800s,” said Ms. 
Vellante. 

“We tired to keep as much of the his- 
torical value as we could, but they had 
to bring everything up to code, which 
was the biggest undertaking,” said Ms. 
Dineen-Cole of the building. 

There are community lounges on 
every floor and a country kitchen is on 
the fourth floor, said Ms. Dineen-Cole, 
“In case you are so inclined to cook 
those Christmas cookies each year.” 

There is also a laundry facility and a 
whirlpool bath on each floor, and the 
entire building is wheelchair accessi- 
ble. Twenty percent of the rooms are 
reserved for people who meet Medicaid 
guidelines and need the type of assis- 
tance with personal care that Marland 
provides. 


Apartments 

The apartments themselves range in 
price from as low as $2,500 a month for 
a studio apartment to as high as $4,200 
for a two bedroom apartment. There is 
a charge of $750 per month for a second 
occupant. 

Kitchenettes and full private baths 
with walk-in showers come with every 
apartment, as do the metal door knock-

ers on the front door. 

Ms. Vellante claims the size of their 
rooms is what separates Marland Mills 
from other assisted-living facilities. 
This seems appropriate since Abraham 
Marland, the founder of Marland Man- 
ufacturing Corporation, is believed to 
have said he came to America “that I 
might have elbowroom for my chil- 
dren.” 

“Personally, I think New Englan- 
ders have a need for privacy and 
space,” said Ms. Vellante. “So our 
apartments are designed to feel like 
they’re apartments, not rooms. That’s 
really important, that they feel like a 
home. 

“I think New Englanders are fierce- 
ly independent and that’s our goal, to 
keep our residents independent.”

Road, and Julie, his 3-year-old, hyper, 
tennis-ball-chasing yellow Labrador 
retriever. 

There are still unresolved legal 
issues, so Alex said he could not talk 
specifically about the accident. His 
mother, Linda Tommasino, popped out 
to say hello, but both she and Alex’s 
father, William Tommasino, opted to 
leave the interview to Alex. 

“The family’s doing really good,” 
Alex said. 

Alex has what he refers to as a C4-C5 
injury, meaning he damaged the fourth 
and fifth cervical vertebrae in his neck. 

“T didn’t do too much damage to it, 
so it’s called an incomplete.” 

Alex credits family friend Jack 
Brewer, Andover radiologist, for sal- 
vaging all the feeling in his legs and 
arms, and much of his upper body 
function. He can move his arms, but 
not his fingers. 

Dr. Brewer had heard about Dennis 
Byrd, a football player with a similar 
injury who'd been treated with an 
experimental drug called Sygen. Sygen 
has to be used in the first 100 hours 
after the initial accident to reduce 
swelling, and Dr. Brewer called Byrd’s 
doctor and arranged to have the Sygen 
flown in for Alex. 

“So I was really lucky. They don’t 
know if that’s why I can move more 
than the usual C4-C5.” 

Alex spent four months in Boston 
University Medical Center after the 
accident. 

“T’ve been doing outpatient physical 
therapy since then.” 

Now 5-foot, 1l-inches tall and 160 
pounds, Alex works out on a weight 
machine at home and does mat work to 
stay in shape. A personal trainer 
works out with him for an hour and a 
half every other day at the house. 

He gets around pretty easily in a 
wheelchair, and has a Volkswagen 
Eurovan GL with a wheelchair lift. He 
drives the van when he goes out at 
night with friends, to parties “or wher- 
ever.” He prefers to be referred to as 
disabled, not handicapped. 

Before the accident Alex played 
baseball, basketball and soccer and 
rode a BMX bicycle — the one he was 
riding when he had the accident. He 
now has a three-wheel bike that is 
something of a mountain bike. 

“Down in Miami where | live (dur- 
ing the winter) there are a lot of bike 
trails we go on. It’s a lot of fun. This 
thing can go anywhere,” he said of the 
bike, which is propelled by a crank he 
turns with his hands. 

He has taken part in one 10K bike 
race with the three-wheeler, and wants 
to do more races. 

“| like doing those.” 


Florida bound 

Alex and his sister, Jackie, 16, were 
scheduled this past Monday to return 
to Florida where they now attend 
school. They attend Gulliver Prepara- 
tory School, a private school in South 
Miami.

Key Biscayne, where “there are side- 
walks everywhere that go on forever.” 

“The winters are just too much up 
here. I couldn’t really get around as 
much as I wanted to,” Alex says. 

Chandler Bullard, his roommate 
when he was at the BU Medical Center 
and a T5 (thoracic injury to the middle 
back) paraplegic, was going to Gulliver 
and talked Alex into going there. The 
school is all on two floors and has ele- 
vators, and there are a lot of well-paved 
sidewalks at the school, and in Miami 
in general, according to Alex. 

“The (Andover) High School is a 
pain to get around. We had to use like a 
crate elevator.” 

Alex talks a good game in the sci- 
ences, but he said he is actually more 
interested in going to college for busi- 
ness. 

“Wherever the money is,” he said. 

He used to be more into sports than 
school, but his studies are improving, 
he said. 

“T’ve gotten better. Especially where 
college is coming up I have to pay a lit- 
tle more attention.” He’d like to attend 
the University of Miami. 

Classes at Gulliver start Aug. 28. 
And the Florida heat doesn’t bother 
Alex. 

“T love it. I love it a lot,” he said of 
Florida. 

But Alex said he will still return to 
Andover. 

“We’re going to always come up 


here for the summers.” 


Miami Project 

Alex takes part in the 
Miami Project at Jackson 
Memorial Hospital in Mia- 
mi, where he goes for 
“biofeedback.” 

“It’s to cure paralysis. 
And actually there was 
just a huge breakthrough 
last week in Sweden.” 

In many spinal cord 
injuries, the nerves are 
not actually severed, but 
are damaged so severely 
they do not transmit the 
messages from the brain, 
according to Alex. 
Swedish scientists have 
been working to inject 
cells into the spinal cord 
to facilitate reconnection 
of the nerve communica- 
tion, and two weeks ago 
were successful in doing so with rats, 
Alex said. Within five years the scien- 
tists hope to try the procedure with 
humans. 


Looking ahead 

Until a cure is found, Alex prefers to 
focus on the positive. 

“I keep getting more stuff back, 
more movement,” he said. 

“That’s why I’ve been doing a lot of 
training and stuff. So maybe I can get

better on my own and, if not, when a 
cure comes I’ll be healthy for it.” 

Positive thinking helps to a point, he 
said, but he still can’t do everything he 
wants to. 

“T want to move my legs, but I can’t. 
I try everyday. I will be able to some- 
day,” he said. 

“T keep praying and figuring that I'll 
get better. So (I) deal with what’s hap- 
pening right now, and look ahead to 
the future.”

June should be finished. Thus, for the 
first time, Andover High students will 
use the spacious new lobby entrance 
way, the new gymnasium with its \; 
mile track, and the new science wing 
with its larger laboratories. 

On a smaller scale, Sanborn stu- 
dents and parents will browse areas 
such as their new media center. 
Thanks to this new space, students will 
no longer use a cafetorium stage for 
their library as they did last year. 

The Townsman toured both Sanborn 
and Andover High Monday for a pre- 
view of what students and visitors will 
see this fall. 


The streets of Sanborn 

At Sanborn, the $4 million construc- 
tion project modestly added a media 
center, music room, gym office and 
storage area to the original building. 

The rest of the school was renovated 
and space was redesigned to allow for 
more storage areas and many different- 
sized rooms, including eight office- 
sized rooms for small-group teaching 
and assistance. As part of the renova- 
tion, 20 percent of the classroom black- 
boards were replaced, there is a 30-ter- 
minal computer lab, and the building 
has a sprinkler system for the first 
time. There are also two sets of double 
doors at the front of the building 
creating a vestibule to keep leaves and 
snow out of the front corridor, where 
Jade Reitman, principal, said they 
often gathered. 

Another important improvement is 
that every classroom now has a door 
opening to the outside to take advan- 
tage of the school’s courtyards. 

“The theme this year is going to be 
growing gardens, growing minds,” said 
Ms. Reitman. “We’re going to look at 
the growing process. We’ll be landscap- 
ing the courtyards” with different 
types of gardens. 

While the gardens will improve the 
coloring around Sanborn School dur- 
ing the year, changes to the inside can 
be expected during the first few weeks. 

Particularly after their lockers 


The new entrance and drop-off 
loop at Andover High School is 
ready and waiting for students. 


Two refurbished schools will 


arrive, Sanborn students will notice 
their dark school corridors have been 
replaced by color-coordinated streets. 
For instance, the old main corridor 
will now be called “Main Street,” while 
the red kindergarten and first-grade 
corridor will be known as “Apple 
Avenue.” 

The finger of classrooms housing 
second and third graders will be called 
“B Boulevard,” while “C Court” will 
house the fourth and fifth graders. Ms. 
Reitman said she expects street signs 
to arrive soon. 

Speaking of road ways, soon there 
will be a paved path leading to the new 
Little League field behind the school. 
Site work such as the playing fields 
and drive-up loops accounted for 15 to 
20 percent of the Sanborn project, said 
Jim Heiberg, architect. A new soccer 
field behind Sanborn is already being 
used. 

“The one thing that may not be done 
for the opening of school are the lock- 
ers,” said Mr. Heiberg. “The School 
Building Committee took the fiscal 
responsibility to change order the lock- 
ers out of the contract until they were 
sure that everything was going fine. 
They didn’t reorder the lockers until 
(June). The proof of the pudding that 
we’re on budget is the SBC felt comfort- 
able to put the lockers back in.” 

A good portion of that budget must 
have gone to replace Sanborn’s old 
windows. 

Mr. Heiberg said 100 percent of the 
school has new double-paned windows, 
and there are several other new sheets 
of glass within the building, such as 
between the librarian’s office and the 
library. 

As a result, one question that pops to 
mind at Sanborn is “Does anybody do 
windows?” 

According to Ms. Reitman, “The cus- 
todians said ‘Oh my gosh. How do we 
keep up with this?’ ” 


Andover High School 

While the number of new windows 
draws attention at Sanborn, the num- 
ber of doors opening onto the attractive 
front lobby is notable at Andover High 
School. 

There are four pairs of yellow doors 
for people entering the lobby and 
another three fire doors, which blow 
open automatically as part of a smoke 
evacuation system, on each side. 

There is even a new pair of blue dou- 
ble doors that open onto... nothing 
except a balcony railing. Shaking their 
heads, some construction workers said 
they call it the “stairway to heaven.” 

While it may not be nirvana, the 
front lobby is attractive thanks to a 
high, arched roof and lots of open, 
quarry-tiled space where school offi- 
cials are thinking of putting benches or 
tables for students to congregate. From 
the front lobby, students and visitors 
basically can go forward and left to the 
Dunn Gymnasium, left to the new gym, 
up to classrooms and the main office, 
down toward several art rooms, or 
right to the cafeteria. 

“We anticipate this will be the main

school entrance at the 
beginning of the year,” 
said Mike McCormick, 
senior field representa- 
tive. “The idea behind 
the lobby is that it will 
be a central hub.” 

Both the new science 
wing, much talked about 
last spring, and the new 
gymnasium also 
impress. The new gym 
floor is made by Mondo 
Sports, which Mr. 
McCormick said is “the 
same brand name that 
all the Olympics facili- 
ties had. It’s the Cadil- 
ae.” 

There are two cuts in 
the new gym floor, for a 
long-jump pit and a pole 
vault plant, but these 
holes can be covered up 
when athletes are not 
using them. The long 
jump pit is just inches 
off the outside lane of 
the new : mile track. 

The new gym has four 
regulation basketball 
courts, two of which 
have 24-second clocks. 
Jim Hurley, athletic 
director, said the fresh- 
man basketball teams 
can use these courts 
simultaneously, when a 
net curtain is pulled between the two 
courts. 

“You can see the scoreboards are up. 
We are very much ready with the 
exception of cleaning and the curtains. 
We expect the gym curtains to go up 
this week,” said Mr. McCormick. 

The now-brighter locker rooms, 
team rooms, offices and equipment 
rooms under Dunn Gymnasium should 
also be ready by the opening of school.

A new parking lot on the side of the 
new gym will also be ready for Sept. 4. 
“When school starts they’ll have more 
parking spaces than they ever hed,” 
Mr. McCormick said. 

However, most officials are not 
expecting the cafeteria to be ready for 
at least the first month of school. Stu- 
dents will eat cold lunches in Dunn 
Gymnasium until the kitchen and cafe- 
teria are ready.

Although he probably couldn’t put it 
into words, to my father, one who wears 
one, his baseball hat is important, even 
if only something familiar to him in a 
sea of inconstancy. It’s a comfort to him. 
I care about my father, therefore I care 
about his hat just because he does. 

As the stepmother of my husband’s 
grown daughter (25), the mother of a son 
(23), three daughters (26, 14 and 6) and 
the grandmother of one grandson (8), 
I’m well aware of the assaults and pres- 
sures they face. Education, college, peer 
and parental pressures, smoking, drugs, 
driving, alcohol, sex, pregnancy, AIDS 
and other [diseases and] disabilities, vio- 
lence, bigotry and more that I don’t 
know of. 

The reasons may differ but the feel- 
ings are the same; the comfort brought

Ms. Millikin did not ride in the 1992 
Olympics because her current horse, Out 
and About, was too young and she didn’t 
have another horse ready. 

Ms. Millikin and Ms. Taylor worked 
together again last year at the Rolex Three 
Day Event, one of the highest ranking eques- 
trian competitions in the United States. Ker- 
ry finished fifth out of a field of approximate- 
ly one hundred competitors. Her impressive 
finish qualified her to compete in an event in 
Blenheim, England. 

The Rolex Three Day Event was the last 
time Ms. Taylor and Ms. Millikin worked 
together. Kerry performed well in Blenheim, 
and Ms. Taylor believes this helped her to be 
considered an Olympic-caliber athlete. The 
Blenheim event “plunged Kerry into the 
limelight. There are world-class horses and 
riders that compete in that event.” 

The 1996 U.S. Olympic Equestrian Selec- 
tion Committee didn’t think that Out and 
About, who is 9 years old, had enough experi- 
ence and named Ms. Millikin an alternate to 
the Olympic Team.

Rabbi Roth i is California bound 


which one ae be catered by that renown 
cook, Lillian Roth. 

Her talent in the kitchen must have been 
missed during the Roths’ trip to China sever- 
al years ago. Although they were able to visit 
a Chinese community founded in the early 
1900s, Lillian Roth said she doubts they’ll 
ever return to China because it was so diffi- 
cult to maintain a Kosher diet. 

They basically lived on tuna fish and 
peanut butter the entire trip, she said. 

“Half-way through the trip one of our 
friends asked, ‘Please pass the peanut but- 
ter,’ and I gave my husband a kick: ‘Don’t 
you dare, because we’ll have nothing else to 
eat,” said Ms. Roth. 

In fact, many of the Roths’ memories 
involve trips outside of Andover. 

Rabbi Roth used to bring young members 
of his congregation to New York City, and he 
also made 15 to 18 trips to Israel with Temple 
Emanuel members. 

Refuseniks’ plight 

owever, Rabbit Roth’s most memorable 
trip was an undercover mission he made in 
1983 with another rabbi to help Russian 
refuseniks, Jews stuck in the Soviet Union 
who were ostracized and punished for 
requesting visas to leave the country. Many 
well-educated Soviet Jews were stripped of 
their positions and either jailed or effectively 
forced to take menial, low-paying jobs. 

Rabbi Roth’s job was to bring them medi- 
cation, religious materials, clothing and, 
most importantly, hope. 

Rabbi Roth had the names and addresses 
of refuseniks he should visit, but carrying 
such a list was dangerous. To hide the infor- 
mation, he filled out a crossword puzzle with 
the names and addresses of these people. The 
notes were so cryptic even he had trouble 
deciphering them sometimes. 

Among his gifts for the refuseniks were two 
jars, each filled with 1,000 medicine tablets. 

“How does one tell the guard at the Soviet 
(post), ‘These (2,000 pills) are for me.’ Any 
other jar you could say you’re taking for 
yoxself. But how could you say that?” asked 


Rabbi Roth, rhetorically. His plan was to tell 
them he had asked for two jars and those 
were the only two the store had. 

Although they were still interrogated by 
the KGB while visiting refuseniks, Rabbi 
Roth and his companion tried to avoid such 
attention by communicating with each other 
on children’s magic slates in case their room 
was bugged. They also tried never to use the 
same phone twice. 

Moving on 

Long after his return to America, the mis- 
sion weighed heavily on Rabbi Roth, affect- 
ing his sleeping patterns. In 1984 he pub- 
lished a report with Andover resident Thay- 
er Warshaw about the refuseniks’ plight. In 
the report he discussed the people he had 
met, such as the Hebrew teacher in 
Leningrad who was so hard up for materials 
that he studied Hebrew gravestone inscrip- 
tions in the Jewish Cemeteries. 

It is probably safe to say the Soviet experi- 
ence made Rabbi Roth more appreciative of 
his life in America. 

One can also bet that once the Roths settle 
into California they'll appreciate their new 
life there. They will be closer to their daugh- 
ter, Sheilah Miller; her husband, Donald; 
their two daughters, Rachel and Sarah; and 
to their son, Michael, and his wife, Sharron, 
and their two boys, Sammy and Danny. 

But before winter, the Roths plan to travel 
back and forth to California five times 
because of previous commitments. They 
groan good naturedly about the work ahead 
of them. 

Although the Roths had been pondering a 
move to be with their California children and 
grandchildren for some time, they said their 
move from the parish house still proved more 
hectic than they expected. They thought they 
would have more than twice the time to move 
out that they ended up having. 

“The first person who came in bought the 
house. The only problem was he needed it in 
30 days. So we settled on 40 days,” said Rabbi 
Roth. “Even though (Noah) managed to live 
40 days on the ark, we needed 40 days to get 
out of our ark.”

You have probably heard 
about the difference in loan 
fees from lender to lender, 
so it begs the question to 
ask which loan fees vary 
from lender to lender, and 
which are negotiable.
